Dreaming 
about 
Israel  for 
120  Years 

In  1897,  following  the  first  Zionist 
Congress,  Theodore  Herzl  wrote 
in  his  diary: 

“At  Basel  I  founded  the  Jewish  state. 
If  I  said  this  out  loud  today,  I  would 
be  answered  by  universal  laughter. 
Perhaps  in  five  years,  and  certainly 
in  fifty,  everyone  will  admit  it.” 

Herzl,  while  not  a  prophet,  was  correct 
in  his  analysis.  On  November  29, 

1947,  Jewish  history  was  radically 
transformed.  The  United  Nations 
passed  Resolution  181  for  the  Partition 
of  Palestine  by  a  vote  of  33  in  favor, 

13  opposed,  and  10  abstentions. 

In  Daniel  Gordis’s  book,  Israel:  A 
Concise  History  of  a  Nation  Reborn, 


he  describes  a  scene  where  Jews  were 
huddled  around  radios  waiting  to 
hear  the  results  of  the  vote.  When  it 
became  clear  that  Herzl’s  dream  was 
to  become  a  reality,  Jews  took  to  the 
streets  in  Palestine,  hugging,  weeping, 
dancing,  and  gathering  in  synagogues 
to  offer  prayers  of  thanksgiving. 

2017  is  a  significant  year:  it  is  one 
hundred  years  since  the  Balfour 
Declaration,  seventy  years  since  the 
UN  vote,  and  fifty  years  since  the  Six- 
Day  War.  1917. 1947. 1967.  These  are 
all  key  moments  in  Jewish  history, 
when  Zionism  offered  us  opportunities 
to  rethink  the  meaning  of  Jewishness 
for  generations  to  come.  As  we  look  to 
Israel’s  future,  we  need  to  engage  anew 
with  our  past  and  explore  its  meanings 
and  consequences. 

On  Sunday  morning,  November  12,  we 
begin  iEngage,  a  monthly  class  that 
will  provide  us  with  opportunities  to 
do  this  (check  pasyn.org  for  all  the 
dates).  Partnering  with  the  Hartman 
Institute  in  Jerusalem,  I  will  be 
teaching  “Israel’s  Milestones  and  Their 
Meanings:  The  Legacy  of  the  Past  and 
Challenge  of  the  Future.”  Over  the 
course  of  the  year,  we  will  grapple  with 
the  ideas  and  values  that  shape  the 


meaning  of  modern  Israel,  Zionism, 
and  Jewish  identity.  As  Israel  prepares 
to  turn  seventy,  we  will  consider  topics 
like  nationhood,  land,  sovereignty, 
Jerusalem,  occupation,  and  moral  red 
lines. 

The  streets  of  Jerusalem  tell  stories  of 
our  people’s  past.  One  of  my  favorite 
streets  is  Rehov  KafTet  b’November, 
November  29th  Street.  I  often  find 
myself  there  as  I  wander  the  streets 
of  the  German  Colony.  Whenever 
I  see  the  sign,  I  stop  in  my  tracks, 
and  consider  the  blessings  and 
opportunities  that  are  to  be  found  in 
the  state  of  Israel.  Everything  changed 
that  day  in  1947.  As  a  result  of  the 
vote,  we  had  a  home,  we  became  actors 
in  own  historical  narrative,  and  we 
would  now  control  our  own  destiny. 
There  are  challenges,  for  sure.  But  I 
never  lose  sight  of  just  how  fortunate 
we  are  to  live  in  a  moment  in  history 
where  there  is  a  sovereign  Jewish 
nation.  Join  me  on  November  12 
and  beyond,  as  we  study,  reflect,  and 
continue  to  dream  about  the  future.

Craig  Solomon  has  been  leading 
the  expansion  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue’s  campus  for  close 
to  five  years,  from  the  moment  that  it 
became  apparent  that  the  congregation 
had  outgrown  its  space. 

Members  since  1989,  Craig  and 
Diane  joined  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
as  a  young  couple  because  they 
were  looking  for  a  Conservative 
congregation  similar  to  the  one  where 
Craig  grew  up  in  Massachusetts.  They 


raised  their  children  here:  daughter 
Marissa  celebrated  her  Bat  Mitzvah, 
graduated  from  our  high  school,  and 
was  married  by  Rabbi  Cosgrove  and 
Cantor  Schwartz.  She  and  her  husband 
Jake  are  now  members,  too,  and  they 
look  forward  to  soon  welcoming  their 
first  child  into  the  PAS  community. 
Craig  and  Diane’s  son  Evan  also 
attended  PAS  religious  school  and 
became  a  Bar  Mitzvah  here. 

Craig  had  decided  to  engage  more  fully 
with  Jewish  philanthropy  in  general 
and  with  the  PAS  community,  so  he 
readily  said  yes  when  he  was  asked  to 
assist  in  evaluating  space  alternatives 
for  the  congregation  nearly  five  years 
ago.  His  work  on  that  project  led  to 
his  becoming  an  Advisory  Council 
member  and  then  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Trained  as  a  real 
estate  attorney  and  the  co-founder 
and  CEO  of  real  estate  private  equity 
firm  Square  Mile  Capital,  Craig  has 
broad  expertise  in  all  facets  of  the  real 
estate  arena.  His  focus  at  PAS  has 
continued  to  be  on  the  space  projects. 
As  co-chair  of  the  Space  Committee, 
he  led  the  purchase  of  the  89th  Street 
building  and  then  went  on  to  oversee 


the  gut  renovation  of  the  building  that 
will  be  dedicated  this  month  as  the  Eli 
M.  Black  Lifelong  Learning  Center. 

Not  one  to  rest  on  his  laurels,  Craig  is 
also  overseeing  the  renovation  of  the 
87th  Street  building.  Construction  will 
not  begin  until  late  spring  of  2018,  but 
design  and  planning  are  already  well 
underway. 

Craig  is  proud  of  what  PAS  has  been 
able  to  achieve  with  the  Eh  M.  Black 
Lifelong  Learning  Center,  and  he  is 
excited  to  prepare  87th  Street  for  its 
transformation.  He  appreciates  having 
been  asked  to  be  a  small  part  of  a 
once-in-a-generation  reimagining  of 
the  PAS  campus.

Pauline  Zablow  is  devoted  to 

sharing  her  love  for  the  Jewish 
people  and  culture  with  the  next 
generation  and  to  enabling  young  Jews 
to  own  our  sacred  heritage. 

Pauline’s  first  language  was  Yiddish, 
and  Yiddish  still  shapes  her  thoughts. 
Growing  up  in  Washington  Heights 
and  Brooklyn,  she  attended  both 
Yeshiva  Soloveichik  and  Rambam. 
From  her  parents,  both  Holocaust 
survivors,  she  absorbed  the  values  of 
education,  tzedakah,  and  hakhnasat 
orhim  (welcoming  guests). 

Pauline  believes  in  the  Yiddish 
concept  of  “bashert,  ”  whatever 
happens  is  meant  to  be.  Her  stories 
of  how  “bashert”  has  played  out  in 
her  life  include  meeting  her  husband 
Milt;  having  two  wonderful  children, 
Shanna  and  Mark;  Mark’s  marrying 


his  basherte  Cory;  and  the  birth  of 
grandson  Mason,  the  joy  of  her  and 
Milt’s  life. 

Living  in  California  when  her 
children  were  young,  Pauline 
volunteered  as  a  shadow  for  students 
with  special  needs  and  served  on 
the  board  of  The  Friendship  Circle 
(a  program  which  pairs  teenage 
volunteers  with  children  who  have 
special  needs).  She  also  studied 
Torah  weekly,  spending  thirteen 
years  reading  from  the  start  of 
B’reishit  to  the  giving  of  the  Torah  at 
Mount  Sinai! 

When  Pauline  and  Milt  moved  back 
to  NYC,  she  wanted  to  volunteer  and 
to  continue  her  studies.  Friends  told 
her,  “take  Melton,”  which  was  only 
given  at  PAS.  But  another  Melton 
1  class  wasn’t  starting  for  a  year 
and  a  half,  so  Pauline  volunteered 
with  seniors  at  another  synagogue 
and  continued  her  search  for  a 
synagogue  to  call  “home.”  Then, 
on  the  first  day  of  Melton,  Pauline 
met  Rabbi  Cosgrove,  who  also  came 
from  California,  and  they  discovered 
that  her  daughter  Shanna  was  good 
friends  with  the  rabbi’s  brother 
Jason.  It  was  bashertl 

Now  a  PAS  member  for  eight  years, 
Pauline  volunteers  with  seventh 
graders  in  the  Congregational 
School.  She  launched  “Coffee  Talk,” 
where  students  hear  the  stories  of 
her  parents  and  other  Holocaust 
survivors.  She  wants  the  students 


to  understand,  to  remember,  and 
to  retell  these  stories  so  they’re  not 
forgotten  as  the  last  of  the  survivors 
reach  the  end  of  their  lives.  Pauline’s 
Bnei  Mitzvah  “Pen  Ceremony” 
teaches  students  the  difference 
between  having  fun  and  being  happy 
-  learning  not  what  offers  short-term 
amusement,  but  what  nourishes  their 
souls.  She  awards  each  a  special  gold 
pen  as  a  reminder  of  those  values. 

Pauline  shadows  fourth  graders 
with  special  needs  and  engages 
their  classmates  to  befriend  them, 
to  become  their  pals.

Pauline’s  desire  to  be  part  of  an 
inclusive  Jewish  community  that 
offers  values-based  education  to  all 
ages  has  led  her  to  serve  as  co-chair 
of  the  PAS  Membership  Committee 
and  to  volunteer  on  the  Inclusion 
Committee  and  the  Education 
Committee.  She  also  serves  on  the 
Advisory  Council.  She  continues  to 
study  in  Melton,  Women  in  the  Bible, 
Midtown  Lunch  &  Learn,  and  many 
other  classes.

he  vision  of  lifelong  learning 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
embraces  teaching  about  Israel 
beginning  in  babyhood.  To  meet  the 
challenge  of  making  a  faraway  place 
real  for  our  young  students,  the  ECC 
has  formed  a  partnership  with  Gan 
Aluma  on  Kibbutz  Afek  in  Israel. 
During  last  summer’s  Young  Family 
Trip  to  Israel,  we  actually  visited  this 
kindergarten  where  we  had  created 
bonds  of  friendship  through  our 
yearlong  exchange  of  letters,  photos, 
and  gifts. 

Travelers  who  did  not  have  an  ECC 
student  in  their  family  may  have  been 
skeptical  about  the  value  of  visiting 
Gan  Aluma.  But  as  soon  as  we  arrived 
and  were  met  by  enthusiastic  5-year- 
olds  carrying  Israeli  flags  and  proudly 
showing  us  their  classrooms  and  the 
rest  of  their  kibbutz,  everyone  was  on 
board  with  hands-on  Israel  education 
for  preschoolers. 

Although  the  Israeli  kindergarteners 
do  not  speak  English,  and  most  of  our 
students  do  not  speak  Hebrew,  we 
were  invited  to  dance,  sing,  and  eat 
together.  And  the  children  played! 
Children  all  the  way  up  to  age  11 
reveled  in  the  opportunity  to  play  in 
the  “junkyard”  at  Gan  Aluma. 

As  the  children  had  fun,  it  was  clear 
that  their  common  ground  was  joy 


in  learning.  Gan  Aluma  principal  Eti 
Schusek  and  I  are  familiar  with  such 
joy  from  our  frequent  communication 
and  sharing.  Now  we  saw  this  joy 
permeate  through  everyone  in  the 
room.  Many  PAS  adults  later  said  this 
visit  was  a  highlight  of  the  trip  for 
them. 


Our  continuing  partnership  with 
Gan  Aluma  offers  children  of  all  ages 
and  their  families  the  opportunity  to 
learn  about  Israel  by  connecting  with 
Israeli  children  and  teachers.  Consider 
yourself  invited  to  visit  Gan  Aluma  on 
your  next  trip,  and  experience  the  joy 
firsthand.

Our  audio  archive  goes  back 
only  to  1954,  but  our  paper 
archives  begin  even  earlier. 
On  December  18,  1947,  under  the 
headline  “Eye  Witness  Account  of 


Birth  of  the  Jewish  State,”  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  Bulletin  reprinted 
part  of  a  timely  letter  received  by 
someone  on  the  synagogue  staff  from 
a  friend  in  Palestine.  The  letter  begins: 

“Tel-Aviv,  3:30  a.m.,  11-30-47— Never 
before  did  it  feel  so  wonderful  to  be 
alive. ...  It  is  almost  morning— but 
who  can  sleep?  The  streets  below  are 
thronged  with  singing  and  dancing 
people.  How  I  wish  you  could  be  here 
with  me  to  share  this  wonderful  dream 
come  true.  ...  [After  the  announcement 
of  the  vote]  Such  a  feeling  could 


only  come  once  in  a  lifetime— if 
ever.  I  can’t  describe  it.  And  me,  an 
illegal— it  had  happened  in  my  own 
lifetime.  The  delicious  shock  turned 
to  shouts  and  then  immediately  the 
one  voice  of  thousands  of  people  sang 
HATIKVAH...  The  full  moon  showed 
up  wet  cheeks  and  brimming  eyes— 
even  among  the  dancing  ones.  Yes, 
dance  tonight  and  be  gay;  tomorrow 
our  difficult  and  dangerous  job  of 
building  the  Jewish  State  continues.”
